armed British merchantmen.

school, I learned how the mo- 
thers take turns giving a half 
day each week, to bathing the 
children at the school, how" they 
have held "bake sales" to raise 
money for a. shoes and clothes 
fund, and how much they need 
more clothes to distribute. 


Each.Friday,'at the school, is 


"bath day." No, there is no gym- 
nasium class, and thc^hildren are 
not taking preliminary 
showers. 


They have a real bathroom, 
all 


dry and warm, and clean, on the 


second floor of the school build- 
ing. When;any little ones seem in 
need of a bath, they are persuad- 
ed by their teachers to go up- 
stairs for a nice warm scrub. Not 
many^want to go at first. 


But teacher says:'"Just think 


how much you will 'help your 
mamma, by getting the nice bath 
before you go home." 


Sometimes it works, sometimes 


it doesn't. But usually 
those 


who start, soon become regulars. 


One teacher got a huffy' note 


from'home, .after'first sending a 
very dirty little boy to the'weck- 
ly hath, 'but despite the note, he 
has been regularly appearing '.at 
the school much cleaner 
than 


ever before. 


Clean underwear is put on the 


child after 
bathing. 
Not .more 


than two sets are given' to each 
child, a season, unless they, be- 
come badly worn. Some of 
the 


mothers ."tub" as high as 19 
regularly on bath day. 
Other 


days there are'not so many. 


"On bath day this week" one 


ejghf year old girl could not be 
fitted out with clean, new'under- 
wear, because all our present sup- 
ply was too large,'' one of the 
mothers told. 
"We .need pants 


for little :boys between ages q£ 
7 and 10 years. 


'We need dresses of all sizes 


for little girls, and some of the 
smaller sizes of underwear, ,and 


we can use coats'of all sizes," 
said Mii Lena Brunncr Schultz,

Lloyd-George, the British 


Premier, supplements the stiffness of the Allies' answer by saying in his Guildhall speech 
that "The Allies are still convinced that even war is better than peace at the price of 
Prussian domination over Europe," and that before anyone can "attempt to rebuild the 
temple of peace, they must see that the foundations are solid."
